The 
cwrespondeait is very bitter. He add* 
that he saw American denials of rbe 
incident when be arrived at port, and 
aaid that they are not convincing. He 
contined: “l saw the report of one of 
the captains to hi*-government, in 
which tbe action of ihe American cap¬ 
tain was aet forth dearly and categori¬ 
cally in it* true colors.” 

In official circles the action of some 
newspaper* here in attempting to revive 
hostile f<*dings against the United States 
00 account of the Vicksburg incident is 
•inceroly deprecated. The Associated 
Press » authorised to Announce that the 
government has nothing to criticise in 
the action of Commander Marshall. 
Moreover, ft does not sympathize wkh 
the Novoe Vretnya's editorial of yester¬ 
day pointing to the United State* as the 
real commercial aud political foe of 
Great Britain and Russia. 

Sinking of Steamer. 

Tokio, March 31.—The action of the 
Russian warships in Kinking the Japan¬ 
ese coswtiug steamer llnnyei Maru Sat¬ 
urday ut deeply resented by the Japan¬ 
ese. In official circles the attack upon 
and sinking of this vossel near Tachin 
island is pronounced to be a dear viola¬ 
tion of the neutrality of China, besides 
being an act of wantonneaa against a 
defenceless craft. The Hanyei Maru 
was an told steamer and bad been 
Chartered by some correspondent* of a 
Japanese newspaper. After transferring 
ten Japanese aud seven Chinese from 
the- Hsu y et M a r u, the-flee tw o -vee- 
aels was directed upon the steamer, and 
one of the Russian t»r|*©do boat dealroy- 
ers sent wmsl ahetta through herTtuTT 
When she appeared to be sinking the 
Russian ships started at full speed in 
the direction of Port Arthur. Tiiree of 
the crew of the Ilauyei Maru concealed 
themselves od board when the Rus¬ 
sian* came over to remove them, and 
fater escaped in a junk from tbe sinking 
vessel. The Japanese generally pro-^ 
nounce this affair to be a barbarous 
breach of law.

Re¬ 
volvers and bayonets were used, and 
then a rifle fire was resorted to, at 
which the Thil>etans fled. bu t not before 
several casualties resulted in the Brit¬ 
ish ranks. 

The correspondent of the Daily Mail 
with the misoion was severely wounded. 

The Thilwt.au* lost heavily, owing to 
the inferiority of their weapons, which 
were matchlock rifle*, but they displayed 
the greatest courage, many of them 
coining on even after they bad been seri¬ 
ously wounded. After the action there 
were heap* of dead, n long trail of dead 
and wounded extending to the rear. 

After a short halt the advance con¬ 
tinued. Nearing the Thibetan camp at 
Guru a second action took place, iu 
which the artillery played the lafgest 
part. 

Finally the Thihetnn* retreated over 
tbe hill*, with the exception of about 69. 
who obstinately held the village, which 
.wa* finally taken by. a mounted bayonet 
charge. 

Among the Thibetans killed were the 
Lha*«a general, the military comman¬ 
dant of Phari and Iaita, and the represen¬ 
tative of tbe Golden monastery, to w hose 
influence ami violent h«»*tillty the exist¬ 
ing difficulties were largely due. 

T!»e Thibetan losses are believed to be 
over 490, while the British casualties 
: were a bout a dozen . — ——-- 

The British force returned to Tuna 
thi* evening and stated that rifle* hear- 
[ Ing the Russian Imperial stamp and 
Russian ammunition were found ou the 
wounded Thibetan officers.

walked and climbed over thirty-time 
mile* uf rough hill aud moorland coun¬ 
try In a day. On December 'JlMh. 1HU0, 
be makea the fallowing entry In hia 


working life, a* revealed in Mr. Morley's 
biography. an* most Interesting. 

Of hla chiblhood he himself wrote: 

“Th« best that l can *ay for it is that 
1 d» not think It was a virion* childhood. 

I do not think, trying to look at the past 
impartially, that 1 had a strong natural I 
propensity then developed toward* what | 
are termed the moral *in«. I have no : 
recollection of being a hiving or a win- 
ning child, nr an earnest or diligent or I 
knowledge-loving child.
